REMARKS 

The Office Action dated October 25, 2000 has been carefully re/iewed and the forgoing 
amendments are made in response thereto. In view of these amendnfents and the following 
remarks. Applicants respectfiiUy request reconsideration and reexamination of this application 
and the timely allowance of the pending claims. 



I. Summary of the Office Action 

1. Claim 21 was objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(c) as being of improper dependent 
form for allegedly failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
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
